I had already read a bit of East 
of West so I just devoured the rest and got 
myself caught up. BLACK SCIENCE was a 
little trickier for me to digest, at least at first. 

I read through issue one more times than I 
would like to admit, always feeling a little lost 
afterward and wondering what I had missed. 
It really wasn't until I was "fed up" that I 
decided to continue. I wanted to keep going 
even if this was to be my disillusionment on 
the fascination with science fiction. It was 
after issue three that I realized, "No, this is it," 
l've torn through all the way up to the most 
recent as of writing this (issue 16) and now 
l'm nearly suffering withdrawals just waiting 
forthenext issue. 

I've also been reading and loving Low, but I 
can safely say BLACK SCIENCE has reignited

Merci bien, Niels. Glad you’re enjoying a 
lot of American comics, pretty good crop in 
the past couple years, right? As far as fhe 
famous “how to break into comics” 
question goes, Гт not sure there is a hard 
and fast or guaranteed way to do it. Every 
person in comics you ask vvill have a 
different opinion on how to do it, but, in 
general, I would recommend you do work 
that you feel геаМу strongly about and love. 
Tell stories, build worlds that mean 
something to you, and communicate that to 
your readers. In order to stand out and 
make an impression, you need to геаМу 
pour yourself into your story, your art. 
That’s the kind of honesty people will pick 
up on, and уои’М start to make a name for 
yourself. That can take years (unless you 
get super lucky) but as large as the comics 
world seems, it’s actually quite a small 
industry, and good work has a way of rising 
to the top. Publishers and companies are 
always on the lookout for new talent, the 
trick is just how to stand out, and ultimate- 
ly that will always be something that 
requires as much luck as raw talent and 
hard work. But in the meantime, there are 
a ton of things you can do to increase your 
odds: go to conventions, meel other artists 
and writers, share stories about how you 
approach your craft, and keep working on 
your method, put your work online, create 
a Tumblr, have a social media presence. 
These are all things that you can use to put 
yourself and your work out there, and then 
it’s just the question of being fortunate 
enough to be at the right place at the right 
time. And remember: sometimes the best 
comics...they just kinda find a way to 
happen. 

I wish you bonne chance and looking 
forward to the day we can see a 
Niels-drawn comic on the stands.
